SAN  FRANCISCO,  July  18  Removal  of  all  restrictions  on  purchase  and 

""^ale  in  the  west  of  1943~crop  flaxseed  was  announced  today  "by  the  War  Food 
Administration,  in  issuing  amendment  4  to  ¥ar  Food  Order  94. 

Restrictions  have  "been  lifted  "because  flaxseed  crushers  are  now  assured  o 
enough  domestic  seed  to  run  their  mills  until  the  1944  crop  is  availal^le, 
according  to  Bert  W.  Whit  lock,  regional  grain  products  chief  for  the  V7FA 
Office  of  Distrihution, 

War  Food  Order  94  went  into  effect  last  February,  designed  to  assure  all 
flaxseed  crushers  a  share  of  the  1943  domestic  crop.    The  order  still  prohibit 
shipment  of  domestic  flaxseed  to  Atlantic  Seaboard  mills  or  any  other  location 
outside  a  designated  area. 

At  the  same  time,  quota  restrictions  on  the  use  by  soap  makers  of  lard 
and  rendered  pork  fat  have  been  removed  for  the  period  July  17  through  July  31 
This  action  was  contained  in  amendment  9  to  \-IFO  42,  and  gillows  soap  manufact- 
urers to  use  as  much  rendered  fat  or  lard  as  they  can  purchase  and  get 

delivered  up  to  the  end  of  July* 
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DRIED  MILK  SET-ASIDE  REDUCEI>— A  15  to  25  percent  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
non-fat  dry  milk  solids  set  aside  by  manufactueres  for  war  purposes  vdll  be 
authorized  during  August  and  September,  the  V/ar  Food  Administration  announced 
today. 

During  July,  manufacturers  were  rea_uired  to  set  aside  75  percent  of 
their  production  of  spray  process  milk  powder,  and  50  percent  of  roller  pro- 
cess production.    For  the  two  months  beginning  August  1  the  spray  process 
set-aside  requirement  drops  to  60  percent,  and  the  roller  process  to  25 
percent... 

Quota  reductions  on  dry  milk  are  being  handled  on  the  same  seasonal 
basis  as  butter  and  cheese,  according  to  local  officials  of  the  WFA  Office  of 
Distribution.
